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CONSTITUTIOISr 

OF  THE 

BAPTIST  STATE    CONVENTION  OF  N.  C. 


Article  1.  This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist  State  Conveimon  of 
North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  The  j^ftmary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  education  of 
young  Epen  called  of  God  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  and  approved  by  the  churches 
to  .which  they  respectively  belong ;  the  circxilation  of  Bibles  and  religious 
books;  the  employment  of  missionaries  within  the  limits  -of  the  State,  and  a 
co-operation  with  the  Southern  Baptist  'Convention  in  the  promotion  of  mis- 
sions in  aeneral. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distinct  from  each 
other,  and  puntually  appropriated,  agreeably  to  the  specific  intention  of  con- 
tributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals  and  dele- 
gates from  such  institutions  as  shall  make  adequate  contributions  to  its  funds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual  shall  be  entUled  to  send  to  the 
•Convention  one  delegate,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  a  Baptist  Church  for  every 
ten  dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  a  Baptist  Church,  by  contributing  at  one 
time,  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the'  Convention,  may  be- 
come a  life  member,  provided  he  or  she  continues  a  member  in  good  standijiji,- 
in  a  Baptist  church  to  which  be  or  she  belongs.  Also,  by  the  payment  of  one 
hundred  dollars  at  one  time,  may  become  a  life  member  ot  the  Board  of  Mjii.a- 
gers  upon  the  same  conditions. 

Art.  7*.  Every  Association  expending  funds  for  State  Missions  or  Colpor- 
tage  under  the  direction  of  their  respective  Boards,  and  reporting  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer  of  t;hi8  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  to  this  Body 
for  every  fifty  dollars  so  expended.  * 

Art.  8.  Any  member  of  any  Batpist  church,  and  every  Baptist  church  o" 
Association  in  this  State  paying  funds  for  Foreign  or  Domestic  MissionsTto  tJie 
Boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  producing  the  receipts  there- 
fore to  OUT  Treasurer,  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  this  Convention 
according  to  Articles  5  and  6  of  this  constitution. 

Alt.  9.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually,  shall  be  a 
President,  three  Vice-Presi<]«nts,  a  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  i, 
Treasurer  and  an  Auditor. 

Art.  10.  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  Board  or  Boards  consisting 
of  as  many  members  as  the  Convention  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  c<ii.- 
duct  the  -operations  of  the  Convention  in  the  different  departments  of  its  labor. 

Art.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  Biectings  vt 
the  Convention  that  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  to  preside  in  case  of  ]:]h 
■absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Secretaries  shall  be  required  to  dip- 
charge  the  duties  appropriate  to'  their  respective  offices.  The  Treasurer  shi'-'l 
hold  the  funds  of  the  Convention,  to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Boards ; 
«hall  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  dutji,  and  shall  make  a* 
4innual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  sha!lbe  audited  and  put 
lished  with  the  minutes.

Art.  12.  Tlic  Boar.Ls  shall  meet  quarterly  or  oftener,  at  sxicTi  time  and' 
place  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time,  (le:-ig'natfe ;  when  they  shall  adopt  .sucli 
mea.sures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  tlFcct  the  objects  of  the  Convention. 

Art.  13.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  numbw  of  Agents,  subject  to  the  di 
rectiou  of  the  Convention.or  its  Boards,  y.ho?e  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  Asso- 
ciations, cl'urches,  Ac.,  and  endeavor  to  Hcciire  thtif  co-Qperatiyn  with  this  In- 
stitntion,  conformably  to  the  jjrovisions  of  the  Constiiuliou. 

Art.  14.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  shall  direct.  f 

Art.  15.  Tlie  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Boards  a  full  report  of  all  their 
•rtri..cjo(Tii\gs  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Art.  16.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  In  this  Coiastitulion  at  any  annual 
meetiag  with  the  cqacurrence  of  two-tliicds  of  the  membefrs  present. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER.  ;{'\ 

^.  Every  meeting  for  busine.ss  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer  either 
by  the  presiding'  officer,  or  some  one  wliom  he  shall  appoint. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  arise  and  address  the  President  on  any  subject  to  ■^e 
discussed.  ^ 

3.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded ;  and  no  member  shall  speak 
more  th^n  t^vice  on  the  sime  motion,  without  special  leave  of  the  Convention 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers  in  any  way 
Ihc  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necc  ssarity  from  among  the  members. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  liviiig  voice,  unless  otherwise  di- 
rected. 

6.  During  the  h<>nra  of  bu3ine.ss  all  private  conversation,  walking  acro.'^s,  or 
out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  President  first  obtained,  sliall  be 
deemed  a  breach  of  order.

REPORT    ON    OBlTtlABIES. 

Soon  after  the  last  session  of  this  body,  the  sad  intelligence  reach- 
ed us  that  Elder  J.  L.  Prichard  was  dead.  Your  committee  submit  the 
following  sketch  of  one  deeply  loved  while  living,  deeply  lamented 
now  dead  : 

He  was  born  of  pobr  but  respectable  parents,  in  Camden  county^ 
N.  C,  about  the  year  1810,  and,  after  the  usual  preparatory  training, 
entered  on  the  business  of  real  life  as  a  carpenter.  Thij  first  choice 
of  a  profession  seems  to  have  been  indicative  of  his  character,  and 
prophetic  of  his  subsequent  career.  He  was,  through  life,  emphati- 
cally a  builder,  both  spirtually  and  in  the  ordinary  acceptaliion  of  the 
term,  as  his  labors  abundantly  show.  His  last,  fondly  cherished  en- 
terpise,  which  he  did  not  livci  to  see  completed,  was  the  construction 
of  an  elegant  and  commodious  housje  of  wor&hip  for  his  church  in 
Wilmington. 

Having  made  a  pro^eision  of  religion  and  Ms  thoughts  being  di' 
rected  to  the  ministry,  he  abandoned  his  secular  employment,  enter- 
ed W.  F.  College  as  a  student,  and  was  one  of  the  earliest  graduates 
of  that  institution.  In  going  to  college,^  he  encountered  difficulties 
and  trials,  such  as  would  have  discouraged  a  man  of  different  mould  ;: 
but  his  was  not  a  spirit  to  quail  before  opposition,  or  yield  to  de- 
spondency in  th6  presence  of  obstacles.    College  life  is-  a  trying  or- 
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deal  to  tlie  young  oliristian,  and  often  exerts  a  deleterions- influence 
on  his  religious  character,  but  Elder  P.  passed  through  it  unscathed. 
The  same  scrupulous  conscientiousness,  indefatigable^  industry  and 
earnest  piety  that  crowned  his  later  years  with  such  abundant  suc- 
cess, marked  his  career  as  a  student.  Few  men  have  been  able  by 
the  consistency  of  their  christian  character,  at  this  period  of  their 
lives,  to  win  for  themselves  tlie  confidence  both  of  their  companions  ^^^ 
and  of  their  instructors,  to  the  extent  that  the  subject  of  this  notice 

commanded.  • 

if 

Soon  after  the  completion  of  his  College  course,  he  located,  in 
Murfreesboro,  N.  C,  where  he  engaged  in  teaching  school ;  but  his 
health  failing,  he  removed  to  Milton,  N.  C,  and  suon  aftcrwa^s  to 
Danville,  Va.  In  the  latter  place  he  spent  several  of  the  raosHNbo- 
rious,  but  pleasant  and  fruitful  years  of  his  life.  His  influence  was 
felt,  not  only  in  the  churches  which  he  served,  but  throughout  the 
whole  Association,  in  which  he  soon  became  a  leading  spirit,  and 
which  he  aided  materially  in  bringing  from  listnessness  and  indift'er- 
ence,  on  the  one  hand,  or,  on  the  other,  of  open  opposition  to  the 
cause  of  Missions,  to  a  high  degree  of  liberality  and  efficiency.. 

From  Danville  he  removed  to  Lynchburg,  where  he  spent  several 
years  in  "the  earnest  prosecution  of  his  pastoral  labors,  and  where 
the  blessing  of  God  still  attended  him. 

About  eight  years  ago  he  received  a  call  to  the  pastorate  of  the  • 
First  Baptist  church  in  Wilmington  N.  C,  and  soon  afterwards  re-  ' 
moved  to  that   place.     Of  his  labors  there  it  is  needless  for  us  ta 
speak.     How  earnest,  arduous  and  incessant  they  wferc,  is  well  known 
to  the  Baptists  of  the  State. 

Soon  after  he  removed  to  Wilmington  he  was  deeply  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  having  a  larger  and  more  commodious  house 
of  worship  and  in  a  different  locality.  With  him,  to  think  was  to 
act;  and  having  arranged  his  plans,  he  directed  his  energies  to  the  ac- 
eomplishment  of  his  cherished  enterprise.  It  was  slowly,  but  steadily 
advancing  towards  completion,  when  the  commencement  of  the  pres- 
ent war  rendered  its  suspension  necessai'y. 

When  the  yellow  fever  broke  cmt  in  Wilmington,  he  was  urged  by 
some  of  his  friends  to  leave  the  place  until  the  epidemic  should  have 
subsided  ;  but  this  was  incompatible  with  his  views  of  duty  to  his 
flock,  and  he  therefore  remained.  While  faithfully  ministering  to  the 
sick  and  suffering,  the  heavy  hand  of  the  destroyer  was  laid  upon  him. 
An  attack  of  the  fever,  from  which  he  seemed  to;  have  recovered,  left 
his  system  so  prostrated,  that  after  lingering  for  a  few  weeks,  he  died 
on  the  13th  of  November,  of  a  complication  of  diseases.  During 
his  illness,  he  suff'ered  intensely,  but  he  retained  his  consciousness  to 
the  last,  and  manifested  under  all  his  trials  and  sufferings,  that  faith 
and  resignation  which  had  so  beautifully  characterized  the  whole  of 
his  christian  life. 

His  death  has  carried  sadtess  to  many  a  heart,  for  he  was  exten- 


sively  knoflB  and  lovcd^  not  only  ^ereat  liome,  but  in  other  State?. 
His  excellencies  as  a  mmn  and  a  cliristrian  minister  won  for  him 
many  friends,  :wberever  he  was  known.  In  evidence  of  the  csti- 
matiou  in  y,hich  he  was  held  ip  his  native  State,  we  may  mention 
that  special  prayer  for  his  tecovery  was  offered  by  this  body  during 
j,ts  last  session.- 

As  an  expounder  of  Divine  truth  he  stood  high.  Ilis  sermons 
.were  carefully  prepared,  a«d  delivered  in  the  earnest  and  forcible 
jnanner  characteristic  of  the  man.  They  were  plain,  pointed,  ap<l 
practical,  and  free  from  the  tiuselry  of  rhetoric,  and  those  extranc- 
cV  ornaments  which  often  give  a  preacher  notoriety,  jirid  please 
without  editying  his  hearc-rs.  Not  only  so,  they  were  iull  of  the 
marrow  of  the  Gospel.  Its  great  doctrines  he  explained  and  en- 
forced in  a  manner  which  secured  the  steady  growth  and  prosperity 
of  the  churches  wherever  he  labored,  llis  earnestness,  candor,  and 
fearlessness  led  him  to  rebuke  sin,  ■yvhether  in  chprcb  members  or 
others,  plainly  and  forcibly,  and  wherever  occasion  required,  to  de- 
Zend  the  peculiar  doctrines  and  practices  of  the  Baptists  in  like  man- 
ner; but  his  uniform  courtesy  and  kiuduegs  of  spirit  generally  shield- 
ed him  from  enmity. 

As  a  pastor  he  had  few  superiors.  His  knowledge  of  human  na- 
ture, his, suavity  of  manner,  his  strong  affections  and  active  sympa- 
thies, and  his  untiring  industry,  all  sanctified  by  redeeming  grace, 
and  disciplinad  by  afflictions,  peculiarly  fitted  him  to  shine  in  this 
sphere.  In  the  house  of  mourning,  and  at  the  bedside  of  the  sick, 
he  was  ever  a  welcome  visiter.  In  training  the  members  of  his  floclc 
to  diligence  in  the  discharge  of  christian  duty,  and  liberality  in  giv- 
mg  to  benevolent  enterprises,  he  was  eminently  successful.  In  both 
these  respects,  particularly  the  Tatter,  he  taught,  not  only  by  precept, 
but  by  example.  Rigidly  economical  in  his  personal  and  household 
expenditures,  he  yet  had  something  to  contribute  to  every  object  of 
christian  beneficence. 

It  need  hardly  be  said  that  he  was  an  ardent  and  active  friend  to 
all  our  leading  denominational  enterprises,  and  aided  them,  not  onlr 
by  his  contributions  of  money,  but  by  his  personal  co  operation. 
He  never,  unless  unavoidably  prevented,  failed  to  attend  the  sessions 
of  the  religious  bodies  with  which  he  was  connected.  After  his  re- 
moval to  North  Carolina,  we  do  not  remember  to  have  missed  him 
from  a  single  session  of  the  Union  Association,  of  which  he  was  a 
member,  or  of  this  body,  save  one  and  then  the  hand  of  death 
was  on  him.  A  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wake  Forest 
College,  and  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Greenville,  he  was  al- 
ways in  his  place  when  it  was  practicable,  and  he  was  equally 
punctual  in  attcuditig  the  sessions  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. 

In  his  intercourse  with  his  brethren  of  the  ministry,  he  was  gener- 
ally kind,  respectful  and  courteous.     Young  ministers  who  have  been 
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iTjrown  vvltli  him  will  long  remember  these  traits  in  his  character.- 
In  the  excitement  of  animated  debate,  he  occasionally  appeared  dis- 
courteous and  sometimes  gave  offence.  But  his  frankness  in  making 
.f xplanation,  when  convinced  of  his  error,  generally  removed  all  ill 
feeling  from  the  minds  of  those  from'  whom  he  diffSfed  in  opinion. 

In  the  family,  as  a  husband,  father  and  master,  he  was  a  modeh 
But  it  is  not  for  us  to  speak  of  these  things. 

It  is  impossible  for  a  man  of  so  positive  a  character  to  avoid  being 
misunderstood  and,  in  some  cases,  disliked.  That  he  had  his  defects' 
of  character,  even  his  most  pai'tial  friends  will  not  deny,  but  it  is 
not  our  purpose  to  "  draw  his  frailties  from  their  drgad  abode."  A 
^reat  and  good  man,  one  whose  loss  will  be  deeply  felt,  has  fallen. 
Great  in  Jiis  purity  of  character  and  singleness  of  heart,  in  his  lofty 
aims,  in  t|ie  energy  with  which  he  grappled  and  overcame  opposi- 
tion, and  in  the  fearlessness  with  which  he  advocated  the  truth  and 
combated  error,  he  was  useful,  honored  and  loved  wkile  living  and 
his  death  has  created  a  void  in  his  family,  his  churclf,  and  the  circle 
of  his  friends  which  camiot  be  filled.  Yet  why  should  we  weep  for 
him  ? 

*  "  We  siph  not  when  the  sun,  liis  course  fulfilled, 

His  s^lorioua  course,  ryjoic'ng  earth  and  s'iy, 
la  the  soft  evening,  wiiun  the  winds  are  stilled, 
Sinks  where  his  islands  of  refreshment  lie, 
And  leaves  the  smile  of  his  departure  spread 
O'er  the  warm  colored  heaven  and  ruddy  mountain  head. 
Why  Weep  we  then  for  him,  who,  having  run 
The  bound  of  man's^ppoioted  years,  at  lust,  ^ 

Life's  blessings  all  enjoyed,  life's  labors  done, 
JSerenely  to  his  final  rest  has  passed  ; 
While  the  soft  memory  of  his  virtues,  yet 
Lingers  lik*.  twilight  hues  when  the  win  is  set."

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  Of   THE  COUNTRY. 

The  close  of  another  Conventional  year  finds  our  country  still 
pressed  on  every  side  by  our  cruel  and  vindictive  foes,  whose  deter- 
mination to  effect  our  ruin,  seems  unabated  by  the  e.xtraordincry  ef- 
forts they  have  made  or  by  the  litt'e  substantial  success  with  which 
these  efforts  have  been  crowned.  New  levies,  constantly  being  made, 
sw'cU  the  number  of  their  army,  and  new  and  formidable  vessels  aug- 
ment the  strength  of  their  navy  ;  and  no  signs  as  yet  appear,  to  itt- 
"licate  with  certainty,  that  the  storm  of  war  will  very  soon  subside, 
paring  the  year  hundreds  and  thous^ands  of  our  bravest  and  best  citi- 
i'.ens  have  fallen"  upon  the  bloody  field,  and  sorrow  for  the  loss  of 
kindred  haa  gone  to  almost  every  hcusehold  from  the  Potomac  to  the 
liio  Grande. 
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The  increasing  scarcity  of  many  articles  heretofore  deen%4  neces- 
«aries  of  life,  has  imposed  addifional  sacrificee  upon  our  peopJ^;  and 
these  sacrifices  ha»e  been  inereased  a  hundred  fold  by  ia  spi^jit  of 
avarice  and  a  thirst  For  gain,  which,  like  demoniac  spirits,  have  .pos- 
sessed^a  large  class  of  our  own  citizens,  of  whom  we  haa  a  right  to 
expect  better  things.  But  amidst  all  these  evidences  of  God's  right- 
eous wrath  against  us  as  a  sinful  people,  he  has, given  us  many  pre- 
cious tokens  of  his  love  and  favor,  which  we  regard  as  reliable  indica- 
•  tions  that  he  is  contending  with  us,  not  in  anger  but  in  love,  andr 
that  it  is  his  ultimate  purpose  to  give  us  peace  on  just  and  honorablf 
terms,  when  we  have  fully  learned  its  value  and  how  to  use  its  bless- 
ings.    Prominent  among  these  are  : — 

1. — The  fact  that  the  patriotism  of  the  great  body  of  our  people, 
has  proved  itself  equal  to  all  the  sacrifices  that  have  yet  been  laid 
upon  them,  and  an  abiding  conviction  that  our  cause  is  jus*,  and 
that  our  success  is  certain,  still  animates  the  great  heart  of  the  na- 
tion. 

2. — Tlie  stupendous  exertion  of  our  enemies,  on  sea  and  laud,  to 
crush  and  conquer  us  have  met  with  no  better  success  than  in  former 
years,  and  their  hopes  of  ultimate  triumph  are  far  less  confident  now. 
than  at  the  time  of  your  last  session,  or  indeed  at  any  sime  since  the 
■conflict  began. 

8. — And  more  important  still  are  the  encouragements  which  we 
are  permitted  to  draw  from  the  moral  aspect  which  our  country  now 
presents.  God  has  graciously  heard  the  prayers  and  blessed  the  ef- 
forts of  his  faithful  ones,  by  poiwing  out  his  Spirit, upon  our  armies 
and  upon  our  churches.  Tlie  precious  seed  scattered  among  our 
•soldiers  during  the  early  part  of  the  war,  by  the  self-sacrificing  labors 
of  a  few  devoted  men,  nurtured  by  the  earnest  prayers  of  all  christ- 
ians, and  the  grace  of  God  has  sprung  up,  anti  is  already  yielding 
.abundant  fruit. .  From  almost  every  depaftmont  of  our  army  the 
cheering  news  comes  up  that  the  brave  defenders  of  our  countr}'  by 
scores  and  hundreds,  are  turning  to  God  and  enlisting  under  tlyj 
banner  ot  the  Prince  of  peace.  From  the  army  a  reflex  current  has 
flowed  back  to  tha  churches,  whence  the  gracious  influence  first 
emanated,  and  extensive  and  pawerfnl  revivals  have  been  and  are 
still  being  enjoyed  by  many  of  our  churches  throughout  the  land. — 
1  hese  are  incontestible  evidences  of  God's  presence  with  us,  and  of 
his  purpose  to  bless  us.  And  while  wc  have  these  precious  proofs  <.'f 
his  presence  with  us,  may  wc  not  boldly  say,  if  the  Lord  be  fur,  who 
can  be  against  us,  for  more  and  inighiier  are  they  that  be  for  lis,  than 
.all  they  that  be  against  us?  These,  too,  are  permanent  and  enduring 
blessings.  Wc  ma^'  gain  a  victory  over  our  enemies  on  the  field  to- 
day, and  to-morrow  we  may  suffp.r  a  defeat,  which  will  more  thati 
counterbalance  the  fruits  of  the  previous  victory  ;  but  no  such  defeat 
is  to  be  feared  after  such  victories  as  these.  Uere,  then,  is  the  field 
which  we,  as  Christians  and  as  patriots,  are  called  upon  to  cultivate 
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with  alf^^  energy  we  possess,  and  with  all  the  self-sacrificing  labor 
that  vt^kive  capaple  of  performing ;  for  this  is  the  sphere  in  which 
we  ciM'  most  honor  our  Master  and  most  successfully  serve  our 
country. 

Yopr  committee  would  then  suggest  that  it  is  our  duty  in  the  pre- 
sent aspect  of  our  country,  to  thank  God  and  take  courage,  to  give 
Him  praise  for  what  He  has  already  done,  and  with  unwavering  faith 
in  His  •lire  word  of  promise  to  enter  in  and  cultivate  with  zeal  and 
tintiring  effort,  the  inviting  field  which  His  providence  has  opened  be- 
fch-e  us.  And  if  we  are  faithful,  when,  with  the  light  of  eternity 
we  shall'  review  the  histury  of  time,  we  shall  thank  God  that  it 
was  our  privi-lege  to  live  at  this  eventful  period.

REPORT  OK  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

The  committee  on  Sabbath  Schools  regret  that  they  have  not  the 
data  upon  which  to  base  a  report  of  what  is  being  done  in  this  im- 
portant department  of  christian  labor  in  the  State.  They  rejoice, 
however,  to  be  <ible  to  state,  that  at  no  former  period  of  bur  deno- 
minational history,  has  the  Sabbath  School  enterprise  attracted  nior« 
attention  than  at  the  present.  There  seems  to  be  a  general  awakeu- 
ing  to  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  our 
churches  are  beginning  fully  to  appreciate  a  work  which  not  onlv 
calls  forth  and  engages  every  talent  of  the  membership,  but  which  at 
the  same  time,  lays  the  foundation  of  character  which  is  soon  to  form 
the  church  itself. 

We  have  witnessed,  with  marked  interest,. the  Sabbath  School  re- 
vivals in  this  and  other  sections  of  the  ^tate,  and  regard  it  ai^  almost 
a  certain  precursor  of  the  extent  of  the  cause  of  Christ  in  those  sec- 
tions in  Enlarged  blessings  on  the  churches.  It  is  earnestly  hoped 
that  some  plan  will  be  adopted  by  this  body  to  foster  and  encourage 
what  has  been  so  nobly  begun  in  this  dep-irtment.  This,  we  think, 
may  be  done  by — 

1st. — Making  such  arrangements  as  will  place  suitable  books  with- 
in the  reach  of  all  our  Sabbath  Schools. 

2nd. — By  establishing  seme  channel  of  communication  between 
the  schools  and  Convention  so  that  full  and  complete  reports  may 
come  up  from  the  chui-ches  on  the  subject.

Bro.  Jordan,  the  -report  was  adopted,  and  more  tlian  $S0O 
wore  pledged  to  send  the  Recordi^r  ta  the  soldiers.

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The  delegates  assembled'.     Prayer  by  Elder  11.  R.  Moure-. 

It  was  moved  that  the  former  depository  agents  of  the  (Jon- 
vcntion  be  instructed  to  pay  over  the  funds  in  their  hands  to 
the  Sabbath  School  and  Publication  Board,  to  be  used  in 
furtherance  of  the  objects  entrusted  to  their  care,  provided, 
however,  that  this  amount  be  used  as  a  capital  not  to  be  di- 
minished. 

It  was  mov^ed  that  1,000  copies  of  the  Minutes  be  printed, 
with  a  list  of  the  ministers  belonging  to  the  Convention,  and 
the  Constitution  and  rules  of  decorum  and  that  the  Secretary 
\)b  allowed  $50  for  his  services.

'The  Board  of  Missions  reported  as  follows  : 

REPORT    ON    MItjSIO'e. 

One  of  the  qtiestions  which  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Boari  at. 
the  first  meeting  in  Novomber  last  was  whether  they  should  attcinpf 
anything  in  the  department  of  State  Missions  as  hitherto  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  your  bodv.  The  following  considerations  ap- 
peared to  them  mfficieut  to  Wiirrant  them  in  deciding  against  any 
•such  •effort. 

1.  That  the  great  body  of  our  male  popnlntion  A^-ere  in  the  ariiiy 
and  -a  vast  majority  of  them  without  religious  advantages  of  any  kind. 

2^ — That  we  had  no  systematic  plaii  for  supplying  the  spiritual  des- 
titution which  prevailed  among  them, 

3. — Thflt  apart  frojn  their  ebiins  on  ns  as  <->ur  kinsmen  and  friends^ 
the  £ictfi  that  they  were  oar  wall  of  dcft-nee  against  our  fiendi.sli 
gnomics,  that  on  them,  under  God,  depended  pur  hope  for  the  su..-- 
^6sfd  pcoseciitioo  of  the  war,  that  they  are  hereafter  to  inpuld  the 
■destinies  of  ocr  country,  aitd  that  they  are  doing  and  suffering  so 
jnuch  for  us  rendered  iiumediatc  and  active  effort  in  their  behah'  au 
imperative  duty. 

4. — That  the  great  heart  of  the  denomination  w^.with  them  and 
appeals  for  any  other  ecterpiTiBe  would  be  Ukely  to  meet  with  hi;  iw 
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These  Tcasons  were  deem,  '  sufficient,  at  t]iat  time,  to  justify  ttc 
Board  in  abandoning  the  denHrtment  of  State  Missions  entirely. — 
Whether  they  acted  wisely  or  cot  is  for  your  body  lo  decide.  It  is 
also  for  you  to  decide  wbethn-  the  same  course  shall  be  pursued  dur- 
ino'  the  ensuing  year.  The  claims  of  the  home  field  certainly  de- 
mand consideration.  There  is  now  an  extensive  destitution  there  as 
well  as  in  the  aray,  and  theie  are  indications  of  a  reviving  interest 
in  it,  as  is  evident  by  the  ap['ointment  of  home  missionaries,  in  se- 
veral Associations  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  But  whether  this 
interest  is  suflBcient  to  justify  the  Board  in  entering  upon  the  work 
now,  whether  it  would  be  wi-e  to  divide  our  energies,  whether  any- 
thihp"  should  be  done  to  divert  the  attention  of  our  brethren  from  the  . 
soldiers,  whether  an  eff'ort  to  engage  in  State  Missions,  would  thi]s 
divert  it,  and  whether  the  whole  energies  of  the  denomination  shall 
still,  and  to  the  close  of  the  war,  be  directed  to  the  task  of  supplying 
the  army  with  the  privileges  and  advantages  of  the  Gospel,  it  is  for 
you  to  decide. 

Having  reached  the  conclusion  indicated  above,  Elder  N.  B.  Cobb 
was  appointed  Supenntcndent  of  Colportage,  within  the  bouuds  of  the 
Convention,  at  a  salary  of  "1,500  per  annum.  He  at  once  entered 
on  his  mission  with  zeal  and  energy,  and  the  result  of  his  labors  are 
gratifying  indeed.  He  has  visited  different  parts  of  the  State,  ex- 
plaining the  nature  and  ch^  i-acter  of  this  enterprize,  and  urging  the 
necessity  for  it,  and  he  has  e\  cry  where  found  the  brethren  willing  to 
co-operate  with  him. 

Our  brethren  of  the  Western  Convention  with  true  chjistian  gen- 
erosity endorsed  him  and  his  enterprise,  and  commended  them  to  the 
churches  within  their  bounds.  Those  churches  have  been  liberal  in 
their  contributions,  and  have-ent  out  a  number  of  efficient  colportcrs 
and  missionaries  to  labor  in  lie  army  under  the  direction  of  Elder  N, 
B.  Cobb. 

He  has  received  an  amount  of  money  and  had  in  his  employ  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  a  number  rf  laborers  which  are  truly  gratifying. — 
But  for  these  details  we  refer  you  to  his  report  which  is  herewith -ap- 
pended. 

The  Board  decided  at  its  List  session  to  abandon  the  ^n  of  having 
a  collecting  agent,  and  to  tn  st  to  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the 
churches  and  brethren  for  tho  successful  prosecution  of  the  work  of 
army -colportage.  Their  su|  crintcndent  has  acted  on  this  prircipie 
mainly,  and  the  amount  reported  by  bim  is  mostly  the  result  of  the 
efforts  of  pastors  and  individr.al  brethren.  In  this  respect  they  feel 
that  they  have  accomplish^  much,  as  they  have  made  one  step  to- 
wards the  establishment  of  tuo  only  permanent  method  of  conducting 
our  benevolent  operations,  which  is  so  to  enlist  the  pastors  and 
churches  in  them  as  to  induce  them  to  make  collections  regularly 
and  forward  them  to  the  point  where  they  are  needed. 

The  need  of  missionaries  as  well  as  colporters  for  the  soldiers,  has 
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been  deeply  felt;  and  constant  efforts  have  been  made  to  induce  the 
pastors  at  home  to*  leave  their  churches  an  J  go  to  the  army  tor  a  few 
weeks  or  months.  But  these  efforts  have  been,  to  ^  threat  extent, 
nnavailiiig.  In  only  a  few  instances  have  they,  as  yet,  been  suc- 
cessful This  strangi  apathy  on  the  part  't  the  Baptist  ministers  of 
j^orth  Carolina,  has  been  injurious  to  the  c  mse  of  Christ,  and  it  is  to 
be  feared  that  the  character  and  influence  of  the  ministers  themselves 
Lave  suffered.  The  soldiers  have  asked  why  they  iave  not  come  to 
preach  for  them.  They  have  thought — anc  may  it  not  be  said — with 
too  much  truth,  that  if  they  could  risk  aid  sacrifice  everything  in 
this  war,  the  men  at  home  who  used  to  pr.'ach  to  them  might  give 
up  the  p'casures  of  home  for  a  few  weeks,  to  preach  to  them  the  un- 
searchable riches  of  Christ.  Tt  is  to  be  hopod  that  this  state  of  things 
rtill  not  long  continue;  but  that  the  pastois  of  our  churches  will  be 
so  deeply  interested  in  this  work  as  to  eng  'ge  in  it  at  once.  It  cer- 
tainly ^demands  such  action  at  theirhands. 

In  closing  this  brief  review  of  their  labor  •  in  this  department  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  the  Board  express  their  ratitude  to  God,  that  so 
much  has  been  accomplished,  and  that  Hi  ^  blessings  have  been  so 
siixnally  extended  to  them.  They  would  ? 'so  express  their  abiding 
sense  of  the  incalculable  importance  of  the  work,  and  the  hope  that 
it  will  be  still  more  earnestly  and  successful  y  prosecuted  during  the 
present  year.  Much  has  been  done,  but  nuch  still  remains  to  be 
done. 

Many  of  our  regiments  arc  still  withoi.t  chaplains  and  without 
regulai"  religious  instruction.  This,  of  iis.v\i',  should  lead  us  to  con- 
tinue our  efforts  and  prayers  in  their  behalf  P>ut,  as-if  to  shut  the 
rnouth  of  every  caviler  and  stimulate  His  people  to  greater  earn- 
estness in  this  work,  God  has  been.  He  is  s'.ill  pouring  out  His  spirit 
upon  onir  soldiers,  and  blessing  the  efforts  .wiiich  have  already  been 
made.  The  aumy  of  Northern  Virginia,  an  !  indeed  every  part  of  our 
whole  arm}',  have  bean  pervaded  by  re  viva  influences,  which  for  ex- 
tent and  p.)wer,  liav  e  rarely  been  equaled  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
These  influences  are  stiH  at  work,  and  do  thoy  not  call  om  us  all  to  go 
forward  with  greater  diligence  and  eagernes-i  than  ever  before  i  We 
are  sure  they  "do,  and  we  hope  they  will  have  their  legitimate' ef- 
fects. 

AVhen  we  turn  from  this  to  the  field  of  F-trcign  Missions  the  pros- 
pect is  not  so  cheering,  but  there  is  muc'i  to  encourage  us  even 
here.  No  contributions  fof  Foreign  Missio  is  have  been  sent  to  the 
Board  during  the  past  year.  <Bome  have  been  made,  but  the  parties 
making  them  have  preferred  to  send  them  dirt'Ctly  to  Richmond.  It 
n  to  be  feared,  however,  that  our  bretl^en  have  not  been  fully  alifre 
to  the  importance  of  attending  to  the  claims  of  this  department. — 
Their  ijfiinds  have  been  too  much  occupied  with  the  events  occurring 
around  them,  or  they  have  thought  that  there  is  no  channel  through 
which  ii\oney  can  now  be  conveyed  to  our  missionaries  in  foreign 
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lands,   and  as  a  consequenje,  their  contributions  have  not  been   so 
\    liberal  as  they  should   ha\e  been.     The   Board   indulg'e   the  hope 
that  the  coming'year,  will  witness  an  increased  interest  in  this  sub- 
ject. 

Our  brethren  in  foreign  1  mds,  though  cut  off  from  regular  comnih- 
nication  with  us  still'send  us  letters  occasionally,  and  they  all  say 
they  were  never  better  satisfied  with  their  work,  never  more  encoura- 
ged in  it.  At  some  of  the  missionaiy  stations  there  have  been  con- 
versions and  baptisms,  and  the  little  churches  "have  had  a  steady 
growth.  In  none  of  them  has  there  been  anything  to  discourage  tlie 
missionaries  or  their  bretbron  at  home.  ^  There  are  facilities  for  send- 
ing out  money,  and  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  were  instructed  by 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  its  last  session,  to  do  this  as  ra- 
pidly as  the  funds  could  be  collected  and  forwarded..  It  will  thus  be 
seen  that  there  is  no  just  reason  for  withholding  our  contributions 
from  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions.  Nay,  mdre,  there  is  everything 
to  stimulate  us  to  increased  liberality.  God  in  his  providence  has 
seen  fit  to  confine  our  '  efforts  to  two  great  fields  of  usefulness,,  the 
army  at  home  and  the  heathen  abroad.  There  is  littie  danger  that 
we  shall  neglect  the  former.  We  ought  not  to  do  it.  But  let,  oh, 
let  us  not  forget  the  heathen  in  foreign  lands,  f'.eprived  of  the  privil- 
eges and  pleasures  of  life  at  home,  and  looking  to  us  for  sympathy 
and  support. 

Let  us  not  be  blind  to  the  great  caravan  of  immortal  souls  in  hea- 
then countries,  going  down  with  rapid  tread  to  the  shades  of  eternal 
death.  Let  us,  in  the  spirit  of  our  Divine  Master,  even  in  these  days 
of  darkness  and  sorrow,  labor  and  pray  for  them,  looking  hopefully 
to  the  day  when  they  shall  be  converted  to  God.

Since  tbe  last  session  of  the' Convention,  appointments  have  been 
issued  to  23  colporters  and  missionaries,  viz  : 

Elder  W,  R,  Gaultney,  John   Ammons,   J.  XL   Yarborough,  J.  A. 

Stradlcy,  T.  J,  Martin, Harris,  F.  A.  Belcher  and  W.  JBrunt,  of 

the  Western  Convention ;  Elder  P.  D.  Gold,  of  the  Pamlico  Associa- 
tion ;  Elders  E.  Martin  and  F.  H.  Jones,  of  the  Yadkin.  Association ; 
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Brethren  W.  A.  Barrett  and  II.  Rogers,  aiicl  Elder  6.  Churcaill,  of 
the  Sandy  Creek  Association ;  Elders  B.  F.  Jessiip  and  W.  H.  llow- 
ard^of  the  Ceclar  Creek  Association  ;  Elder  J.  D.  Davis*  of  the'  Ra- 
leigh Association  ;  Elder  8.  W.  Howerton,  of  tLe  Liberty  Association; 
Elder  W.  H.  Jordan,  of  the  Pee  Dee  Association  ;  Bro.  P.  Oliver,  of 
the  Beulah  Asso'oiation,  and  brethren  A.  B.  Ervin,  of  the  4th  N.  C. 
regiment,  Jesse  Wheeler  of  the  Dlst  North  Carolina  regiment,  and 
R.  A.  Moore  of  the  43rd  Xorth  Carolina  reginitnt. 

Only  12  of  these  are  now  under  appointment.  Brethren  Gaiiltney 
and  Howerton  have  both  rcsipfhed  to  accept  chaplaincies  in  tliearniy, 
and  ^lie  Lord  is  greatly  blessing  the^ir  labors  in  the  Ist  and  15th  N. 
Carolina  refi!;im-.'nts.  A  private  letter  from  Bro.  11.  jnst  received, 
states  that  <luring  the  last  tv%-o  months  he  has  baptized  41  soUliers, 
'  and  has  20  more  to  baptize  soon.  Bro,  Guultnej  has  also  baptized 
a  number  in  his  brigade.  Brethren  Stradley,  Jones,  E.  Martin,  Bel- 
cher and  Barrett  have  been  forced  to  resign  on  accpunt  of  ill  health. 
Bro,  Stradley  devoted  most  of  his  time  to  preaching  in  Uaniseur's 
Brigade,  which  he  ac(?on,ipanied  on  the  can)paign  into  Maryland  and 
Pennsylvania.  Bro.  Jones  labored  very  successfully  among  the  troops 
around  GreenviHe  and  Washington,,  during  the  siege  of  the  latter 
place  by  Gen.  D.  II.  Hill.  Exposure  on  the  march  to  this  place 
brought  on  a  severe  attack  of  pneumonia,  wjuch  came  well  nigh  prov- 
ing fatal  to  him.  Brethren  E.  Martm  and  Barrett  labored  a  short 
time  at  Petei'sburg.  Bro.  Martin  went  out  first  under  appointment 
from  the  Yadkin  Association,  and  afterward  accepted  an  ap{>oh]tment 
from  our  Board  with  the  understanding  that  bis  Association  wfie  to 
support  him  while  in  the  field.  Bro.  Belcher  never  reached  hvs  field; 
of  labor.  The  three  last  named  brethren  are  all  in  the  ranks.  Bro, 
A,  B.  Ervin  was  detailed  for  two  months  to  labor  as  colporter  in  the  ^ 
army  of  northern  Virginia,  but  when  the  terra  of  his  service  expired 
he  rejoined  his  company  as  private  and  was  severely  wounded,  as  we 
have  been  told,  in  the  battle  of  Chancellorsville.  Brother  Wheeler 
IS  now'  in  Gen.  Clingman's  brigade  near  Charleston.  Application  has 
been  raa,de  to  get  him  detailed  so  that  he  may  entar  fully  into  the 
work  as  colporter.  From  brother  Moore  we  have  not  heard  directly 
since  he  was  commissioned  on  the  march  into  Pennsylvania.  Broth- 
er Brunt  has  labored  faithfully  in  the  hospitals  at  Wel<ion  and  Ra- 
leigh, and  alt6  in  the'  47th  X.  C.  regiment,  where  his  services  were 
highly  appreciated.  He  r|,'poits  several  conversions  in  camp  and  in 
tlie  hospitals.  Bro.  Jessup,  supported  most  of  the  time  by  the  Ce- 
dar Creek  Association,  has  labored  faithfully  and  with  success  among 
the  tioops  in  the  camps  and  hospitals  >in  and  around  \Vilniington. 
The  Lord  has  blessed  his  labors  in  the.  conversion  of  souls  and  his^ 
self-sacrificing  zeal  in  behalf  of  the  soldier  is  truly  commendable.  For 
some  time  he  has  been  conducting  a  daily  prayer-meeting  in  one  of 
the  Wilmington  hospitals,  aided  by  Elder  A.  Paul  Repiton,  pastor  of 
the  Orange  St.  Baptist  church  in  Wilmington.     Bro.  John  Ammons

liHS  spe  t  most  of  his  timo  amon^  the  N.  C.  troops  in  Eust  Tennes- 
see. B  ethren  Harris  and  T.  J.  Martin  have  recently  been  aj-)pointecl 
to  the  s  .me  field  as  co-laborers  with  him,  but  we^have  had  no  reports 
from  oil  her  of  these  brethren  since  the  occupation  of  Knoxville,  Tenn., 
by  Federal  troops.  It  is  to  be  feared,  too,  that  tracts  and  Testaments 
which  were  forwarded  to  them  about  that  time  have  never  reached" 
them.  Bro.  Yarbrough  was  prevented  from  some  cause  from  entering, 
upon  his  field  of  labor.  Bro.  P.  I).  Gold  has  been  spending  one-third 
of  his  ti.iie  in  the  Goldsboro'  hospital  and  has  occasionally  preached 
in  the  camps  near  this  place.  His  labors  have  been  blessed  to  the- 
conversion  of  several.  Bro.  H.  Rogers  accompanied  A.  P.  Hill's 
Oorps  into  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania,  Tsut  was  token  prisoner  by 
the  enemy  "when  w<»iting  upon  our  wounded  at  Gettysburg  and  has 
not  since  been  exchanged  nor  released  from  his  parole  ;  so  his  servi- 
ces are  at  present  lost  to  the  Board.  ,  Bro.  Churchill  has  labored  at 
Charleston,  at  Petersburg  and  at  Goldsboro,  principally  in  the  35th 
and  31st  N.  G.  regiments,  and  has  received  much*encourai<ement 
from  men  and  officers.  Bro.  Jordan  labored  one  'month  iu  the  army 
of  northern  Virginia. 

TESTAMENTS  AND  TRACTS  DISTRIBUTED.  »'      ; 

Thi-ough  the  aid  of  these  brethren  and  btliers  we  have  distributed 
during  the  year  2,621  Bibles  and  Testaments  (all  we  could  procure,) 
5,OfiO  Hymns  for  the  Camp,  and  2,865,000'  pages -of  ti-acts  and  other 
religious  reading  matter.  We  have  supplied  with  tracts  gratis  all  -N. 
C  chaplains  and  army  missionaries,  and  other  chaplains  in  N.  C.  _ 
without  regard  to  sect  whenever  they  have  called  upon  us.  Some  of 
our  Testaments  and  mosts^-^f  our  hymn-books  till  very  recently  we 
have  sold  at  cost  without  charge  for  transportation.  We  have  re- 
cently been  giving  away  Testaments  entirely.  Thfe  great  anxiety  of 
the  soldiers  to  obtain  them  is  good  evidence  that  they  will  not  lack 
appreciation  of  them,  though  they  cost  them  nothing,  and  we  haiV'e. 
received  large  donations  for  this  express  purpose,  many  of  them  from 
christians  of  other  denominations. 

DIFFICULTIES  IN  OBTAINING  THE' SCRIPTURES. 

,  We  have  encountered  no  few  obstacles  in  silpplying  our  army  witj) 
the  word  of  God.  Tracts  as  many  as  we  desired,  we  have  puryhaspd 
from  Re/.  W.  J.W.  Crowder  of  Raleigh,  but  Testaments  havje  been 
very  hard  to  secure.  The  C.  S.  Bible  Society  has  the  only  stereotype 
plates  of  the  New  Testament  now  in  the  Confederacy,  and  tTiey  have 
60  few  t)inders  employed  that  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  supi:Jly  half 
the  dem  mds  made  upon  them  for  bound  books.  We  hoped  to  ob- 
tain a  supply  through  Rev.  Mr.  Crowder,  who  was  hav.ing  a  large 
number  uound  in  Raleigh  for  the  Superintdndent  of  Army  Colportage 
in  Virginia,  but  he  could  not  supply  us  near  so  fast  as  we  needed 
them.     We  therefore  purchased  3,000  copies  ia  sheets  and  made  ar- 
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rangements  for  binding  them  in  Greensboro',  N.  C,  but  the  Are  which 
destroyed  the  bindery  in  that  place,  not  only  consumed  all  the  sliceta 
we  had  on  hAnd,  but  put  it  beyond  the  power  of  the  binders  to  take 
another  similar  contract,  as  most,  if  not  all  of  their  stoak  was  con- 
sumed along  with  them. 

We  then  attempted  to  procure  a  lot  from  our  friends  in  Balti;/iore» 
through  a  brother  who  was  formerly  a  pastor  in  that  city.  He  ob- 
tained permission  of  the  authorities  at  Richmond  to  go,  and  obt  ;ined 
many  recommendations  from  them  ;  but  the  flag  of  truce  boat  v  hich 
belonged  to  the  enemy  would  not  receive  him  at  City  Point  without 
a  passport  from  Secretary  Stanton.  He  returned  home  and  after  ma- 
king several  attempts  at  l^st  succeeded  in  passing  to  Newbcrn  under 
tiag  of  truce,  and  is  now  probably  at  his  place  of  destination,  lie  is 
to  solicit  donations  from  our  friends  for  the  purchase  of  Testaments 
mid  to  have  the  Testaments  forwarded  by  flag  of  truce  to  City  I'oint 
if  successful  in  securing  a  supply. 

Also,  Elder  T.  E.  Skinner,  who  has  recently  run  the  blockade  in 
the  Advajice,  was  entrusted  with  two  one  thousand  dollar  Confe(^M-ate 
cotton  bonds  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  a  set  of  stereotype  j^latcs 
of  the  New  Testament,  which  he  is  to  have  forwarded  to  us  by  cue  of 
the  government  vessels  engaged  in  running  the  blockade  at  Wilming- 
ton. He  is  also  commissioned  as  agent  to  purchase  Bibles  and  Tes- 
taments in  England  on  the  credit  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  be  paid 
tor  when  the  war  shall  have  cease'd.  Let  us  pray  that  the  Lord  will 
■through  these  channels  give  us  an  abundant  supply  of  His  precioos 
word  to  distribute  among  our  soldiers  who  are  now*  flocking  lo  bis 
standard  by  thousands. 

.  We  have  recently  obtained  a  few  hundred  of  the  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments which  came  over  in  the  Chicora  conii'*ned  to  the  C.  S.  Bible 
Society,  but  the  depository  agent  of  that  Society  iuforms  us  that  he 
can  not  fill  any  luore  orders  for  us,  and  Ave  are  driven  to  depend  upon 
our  own  exertions  to  get  a'supply  for  the  soldiers  of  our  own  St:;te. 

"WANT  OF  PREACIJERS  IN  THE    ARMY. 

Great  as  has  been  our  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  supply  of  the  Scrip- 
ture, our  difficulty  in  obtaining  ministers  of  proper  qualifications  to 
labor  in  the  army  has  been  greater.  After  many  unavailing  appeals 
A^or  our  best  men  to  enter  the  army  permanently,  we  have  solicited 
the  churches  in  the  Associations  which  we  have  visited,  to  give  up 
their  pastors  for  two  months  at  a  time  to  labor  a§  evangelists,  assu- 
ring them  that  the  Board  of  Missions  would  defray  their  necessary 
expenses  while  so  engaged,  but  as  yet  only  nine  pastors  have  ac(  opted 
appointments  at  our  hands,  viz:  Elders  A.  J.  Emerson,  N.  W.  Wil- 
son, R.  R.  Moore,  S.  Gilmore  and  R.  A-  Patterson,  of  the  Sandy  Creek 
,  Association ;  Elder  H.  McAlpin  of  the  Union  Association  ;  Eld.r  Jas. 
McNeill  of  the  United  Association  and  Elders  A.  B.  Pittman  a  id  C. 
T.  Anderson  of  the  Cape  Fear  Association. 
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Elders  Emerson  and  Wilson  are  now  preaeMng  ta  laipje  congre- 
gjwions  at  Gordonsvillc,  and  a  deep  religious  interest  is  pci  vading  the 
portion  of  the  army  at  that  place.  The  other  pastors  mentioned  ex- 
pect to  leave  for  the  ai-my  during  the  ensuing  week. 

Let  us  pray  for  more  laborers,  and  strive  to  put  our  \  erv  best  men 
i-ato  the  field.
